Toronto, Ont., Aug. 1.—[{Special.]—The

| defeated with the intimation that there 18 
nothing in the constitution to prevent a fut- 
ure Legislature of Manitoba from restormg 
the separate sthool system. 

The Mail, Telegram, and News all favor a 
national school system. The Mail and Tele- 
gram think the question is settled, and that 
the Federal Government will not dare to pass 
remedial legislation. Tne News says: 

It might be possible to check Manitoba if that 
province stood alone, but behind Manitoba in 
this fight stand New Brunswick, Nova Scotia, and 
Prince Edward Island, which have already ridden 
themselves of the evil of separate schools; British 
Columbia, that never had them; and Ontario, 
which longs to see the principle ‘ob one school and 
one people applied here. 

Several of the most prominent members in 
this city of the Equal Rights party, a Protest- 
ant party which owes its existence to the 
Jesuit estates agitation. were interviewed 
today and all expressed delight over the result 
and the opinion that no Federal interference 
should be tolerated, One of them, Ald. Bell, 
a prominent Orangeman. speaking of the pass- 
ing of Federal remedial legislation, said: 

„% Let them pass it. Ontario will then rise 
in its might and all the tricksters in the order 
will be unable to hold the Orangemen back. 
No government could stand which would be 
guilty of such an attempt to repress people 
struggling to shake off shackles that hamper 
their progress. Should an attempt be made 
to check Manitoba in this matter I will be the 
first to resist it and there will be thousands 
behind me.

The ball playing was done 
in Tayior’s Driving Park, which lies 
side the city limits, and in order that there 
might be a saloon in connection the fence 
was extended at one corner into the limits of 
the corporation. Franz Brothers got the privi- 
lege of the saloon business for the park, and 
it has been claimed that liquor was sold every 
Sunday there was a ball game. It was further 
charged that minors were sold all the drinks 
they had the money to pay for, and, according 
to the story of one minister, a number of boys 
from 15 to 18 years of age became intoxicated 
at one session of the ball playing contest. 


Gave the Turners Full License. 

Twenty-tive hundred Turners from Chicago 
came to Freeport Saturday, June 11, to attend 
a State turnfest, and Mayor Neiman wel- 
comed them in a characteristic speech. In 
his welcome, which was published in the Pa- 
pers at the time, after extending the freedom 
of the city the Mayor said he had given orders

Female Ball Players Barred as Guests. 

Public sentiment is sostrong against the 
young women that Mrs. Gates, who owns the 
Brewster House and who is a member of the 
Rev. Mr. Hill’s flock, gave notice to the clerk 
of that hotel that she would order the doors 
barred if the members of the ball team were 
accepted as guests. 

A week’s races began at the Taylor Driving 
Park Monday of last week, and once more the 
Law and Order people were shocked. One 
James McNertney of Ottawa started a wheel 
of fortune, with red and blue and green 
squares and gold and silver stars, the day the 
races opened, and report said he was making 
more money out of his device than the Driv- 
i Association was out of the races. Mr. 
Hill found time during the prevalence of a 
Sunday-school picnic last Wednesday to se- 
cure warrants for the arrest of McNertney 
and five companions on a charge of gambling, 
and they were promptly served by Sheriff Mc- 
Namara. On a promise from the men ar- 
rested to shake the dust of Freeport from 
their patent leather shoes and the payment of 
$57.60 lawyers’ fees and costs, they were given 
their liberty. This had such a depressing ef- 
fect upon the racing crowds that the associa- 
tion quit $1,000 loser Saturday night, and it is 
doubtful if there will be races in Freeport an- 
other year. 

The arrest of the six men on a charge of 
gambling was the first decisive move made by 
the Mayor’s opponents, but public notice was 
given by the ministers in the Pastors’ Asso- 
ciation that they would make the existing 
state of lawlessness the theme of Sunday’s 
sermons. The notice sent larger congrega- 
tions to the churches yesterday than have at- 
tendea church since Easter Sunday, and in no 
instance were they disappointed.

CARNIVAL SPORTS AT DAVENPORT. 


Two Nights Given Up to Pleasures on Land 
and Water, 

Davenport, Ia., Aug. 1.—[Special. Enis 
city began puttmg on its holiday attire this 
morumg and the crowd began coming. It is 
carnival week and the Davenport carnival is a 
unique event, unlike any other. This is the 
fourth year that the Roman gods of water and 
fire, Neptune and Vulcan, have held high rev- 
elry here, and their annual appearance has 
come to be observed by a general celebration: 
The interest has grown to that pitch that the 
program covers two nighta, iustead of one as 
in former years. Tomorrow evening at 
8 o'clock the water saturnalia 
begin. Boats ranging in size from the 
ordinary skiff up to the Mississippi River 
steamboat, hundreds in number, will float 
down in front of the city. They will be beau- 
tifully decorated by thousands of Chinese 


lanterns and many-colored lights. As the 


fleet passes the bridge the air will be filled 
with pyrotechnics thade specially for the 
carnival. They will be discharged from-large 
floats anchored in midriver. Wednesday 


evening the scene will be shifted from the 


water to the streets of the city, all of which 
will be brilliantly illuminated. Through these 
a long line of floats will pass, in which Nep- 
tune and Vulcan will show themselves on 
wheels. The city will be practically turned 
over tocarnival visitors for two days and 
nights. 


NAPHTHA EXPLOSION INJURES FOURTEEN 


Spectators of a Railroad Wreck Have a 
Narrow Escape from Death. 

Dayton, O., Aug. 1.—] Special. — There was 
a wreck at C Id Springs, four miles north of 
Springfield, 8. this evening on the Big Four 
railroad. The south- bound freight was run- 
ning at a twenty- flve-mile per hour rate, when 
twenty-five cars were derailed and piled up in 
aheap. A large crowd from the surrounding 
country collected to look at the wreck, 
when several barrels of naphtha exploded 
and burned fourteen men seriously 
but not fatally.

Three Hunters Left for the Winter with 
Scanty Food and Bound in by Ice. 
San Francisco, Cal., Aug. 1.—[Special.]— 
The closing of Bering Sea against sealers has 
doomed three white men toa winter in exile 
far up in the Arctic, and possibly to death. 
A year ago the Mattie T. Dyer, a sealing 
schooner from Frisco, landed three of its crew, 
Fred Burns, Jack Posterd, and a man called 
Frenchy, on St. Matthew’s Island, in the 
most northern part of Bering Sea. A cabin 
was built for them and they were given stores 
and fuel enough for nearly a year and 
seventy pounds of powder. They were to 
hunt blue foxes and polar bears and the Dyer 
was to take them off in May of this year. The 
Dyer sailed into port yesterday, and today 
Capt. Charles Mocklar declared that, by rea- 
son of the blockade, he had been unable to 
reach the exiles.. It would be too expsnsive 
an undertaking, he said, to send a vessel es- 
pecially to relieve the men. No arrange- 
ments have been made for their rescue, and, 
unless they are picked up by one of the 
cruisers now patrolling the sea, the men must 
remain on the bleak, desolate island, with 
scanty food and without fuel, for another win- 
ter.

THEY DESIRE IT TO BE NATIONAL. 


Foreign Governments Becoming Interested 
in the World's Fair. 

MixxIATOL Is, Minn., Aug. 1.— [Special. 
David C. Bell of this city returned home to- 
day from Europe, whither he went as special 
agent of the Treasury Department on World’s 
Fair matters. His report to the department 
on the results of his mission will leave no 
doubt whatever as to the general character of 
the interest taken by the governments and 
people of the countries visited in the ap- 
proaching Exposition. He has spent many 


| months in direct contact with the representa- 


tives of this government abroad, and now 
says that the countries he has visited 
are vying with each other their 
efforts to make a good showing at the Fair. 
When the subject of the Exposition was first 
broached, the impression gained ground 
abroad that the American Government was 
not behind the plan in the sense which would 
involve the national honor with the success or 
failure of the undertaking. It was this wron 
impression which had caused the tardiness o 
the governments in ma- 
necessary appropriations. 
now coming gen- 
erally understood that the Columbian Expo- 
sition was backed by the hoger. and 
the knowledge was making a decided 
change in the vigor of World's 
Fair preparations abroad. The presentation 
of a card showing the presenter to be an 
agent of the American Government in matters 
relating to the Fair produced at apparent 
change in the former estimate of the Chicago 
Exposition, as every one in Europe cails it. 
Mr. Bell’s visit to the German-speaking coun- 
tries has had the good effect of putting the 
Exposition in its proper light before the vari- 
ous governments, and ot correcting an 
erroneous. impression that it possessed 
any of the suspected local characteristics, 
„Germany,“ Mr. Bell says, has appropri- 
ated $700,000; Switzerland, 120,000 francs 
as a preliminary to a larger appropriation, 
Belgium has already appropriated $60,000; 
Norway, $65,000; Sweden, $67,000, and all the 
governments, it may be said, are doing what 
is necessary towards making their respective 
exhibits successful.

All Sawmill Hands Walk Out—They May

Michael H. Hoban was arrested yesterday 
and two charges of obtaining money by false 
pretenses and one of conspiracy were pre- 
ferred against him.

INEES FOR COUNTY OFFICES. 


A Committee of Business-Men and a Dele- 
gation from the Republican Central 
Committee to Confer—The Plan Regard- 
ed with Favor—Officeholders Object te 
Being Barred from the Convention— 
Lax Organization in Several Wards— 
Democratic Primaries Held. 

The proposition that a committee vf nine or 


fifteen Republican business-men of high 


standing be appointed to act witha subcom- 
mittee of nine or fifteen members from the 
Cook County Central committee, who do not 
now hold office, for the purpose of suggesting 
to the county convention two or three or more 
suitable candidates for the various 
county offices to be filled this fall, 
seems to meet with considerable fa- 
vor. It will be presented to the County 
committee at the meeting Thursday after- 
noon. Prom present indications it will be 
favorably acted on. The plan worked well 
last fall in the selection of a County Commis- 
sioners’ ticket. Some mistakes then made 
can be avoided this time, a8 it is thought that 
a satisfactory and popular ticket will result. 
At least two names will be suggested for each 
office and the convention will have ample ma- 
terial to select from. 

To the proposition that. officeholders shail 
not be delegates to the convention there is 
loud objection by the officeholding politicians. 
They protest against the scheme as a propusi- 
tion to disfranchise them. They altogether 
ignore the charge that their niethods have had 
the result of disfranchising the mass of 
far as nominating conven- 
tions are concerned. But there is much 
sympat among the Republican masses 
with the promoters of the scheme, and some 
of those who hold office indorse the plan. 
John A. Henry, the County Attorney, who 
may be a candidate for Judge this fall, is so 
far in sympathy with the proposition that he 
intends to resign his position as member of 
the County committee at its next meeting 
and to ask that some non-officeholding 
Republican in his ward be selected in his 
place. Thesuggestion of Mr. Henry’s resig- 
nation may be acted on by other members of 
the committee who are aspirants for office 
this fall, Senator Phil Kuopf, for instance. 
The majority of the committee being them- 
selves otficeholders at the present time they 
will hardly be disposed to exelude fellow office- 
holders from a convention, but if the aspirants 
for office on the committee field their places 
to non-ofticeholders the plan will be adopted. 

Ward Work Neglected. 

It is believed that satisfactory reports from 
most of the wards will be made next Thurs- 
day. ‘There are some wards, however, where 
nothing is being done in the way of organiza- 
tion, the First Ward, for instance. It is also 
claimed that the work of organization has 
been neglected in the Third, Sixth, Tenth, 
Thirteenth, . Nineteenth, Twenty-fourth, 
Twenty-ninth, and Thirtieth Wards. The com- 
mitteemen will no doubt be ready with 
glowing reports, which will be lit- 
tle more than glittering generalities. 
There will be a painful absence of detailed 
statements. Chairman Clark and Secretary 
Jamieson of the State committee have been 
indefatigable in urging that this work shall 
be thoroughly done. They have offered all 
the assistance in their power. They have ex- 
erted themselves personaily in some of the 
wards, but have failed to meet with satisfac- 
tory responses from the ward managers, who 
are most importunate whenever an office is to 
be filled by a Republican. will be 
plain talking Thursday about the neglect of 
the ward work. f 

As the Governor refuses to call an election 
for extra Judges, and. as there is little pros- 
gect of a mandamus te compel him, the num- 
ber of judicial positions to be filled this fall 
are six—four Superior Judges, to take the 
places of Judges Hawes, Anthony, Kettelle, 
and Hutchinson, and two Circuit Judges to 


fill the vacancies caused by the death 
of Judge Driggs and the resignation 
of Judge Moran. The Republican candi- 
dates seemed to have been tty well agreed 
on already. Abner: Smith of the Fourth 


Ward, E. R. Bliss. of the Third Ward, John A. 
Henry of the Thirty ? Ward, A. L. Chet- 
lain of the Corporation Counsel’s office, Col. 
Farlin Q. Ball of Cicéro, and H. H. Miller of 
Evanston are favorites. An effort will be 
made to secure the renomination of Judges 
Hawes and Anthony, but the younger 
members of the bar, reinforced by a 
large number of active politicians, are 
fighting them vigorously, and they will 
have to bestir themselves to retain their 
places. 3 Hanecy of the Third War 

is also a judicial aspirant,.and in the interest 
of his candidacy has made peace with his old 
enemy, Perry A. Hull, whom he has freqyent- 
1 spoken of in rather rancorous terms. Mr. 

anecy’s friend and political partner, W. A. 
Lamonte, appeared at the Third Ward Hull 
ratification meeting Saturday and Perry is 
now for Elbridge for Judge. Thus do polit- 
ical exigencies make strange bedfellows. 

No Lack of Candidates. 

There are several other judicial candidates 
of course. The list would make a fair sized 
bar directory. Mr. E. 8. Metcalf of the 
Special Assessment Attorney’s office at the 
City. Hall, announced himself a candidate yes- 
terday, and Justice Charies Woodman wants 
to go higher. 3 

County Commissioner Charles Burmeister 
announced himself a candidate for Coroner at 
a meeting of the County Board yesterday and 
nearly all his colleagues promised him their 
hearty support. He was indorsed also ata 
meeting of the Twenty-second Ward Repub- 
lican club last evening and is certain to prove 
a strong candidate. 

Some persons in the North Division are 
urging Chester Dawes to become a candidate 
for Congress before the Fourth District Re- 
publican convention. He hesitates to do so 
because it is pretty well settled that the 
nomination will go to William Vocke, whose 
selection will strengthen the Republican 
ticket. 

The City Water Office has candidates for the 
two principal court clerkships to be filled this 
fall. William A. Lorimer, Superintendent of 
the office, is almost certain to be named for 
Superior Court Clerk. Henry A. Carr, the chief 
clerk of the office, is being urged by his friends 
for Clerk of the Circuit Court. Mr. Carr’s 

rospects are not so bright as those of Mr. 

rimer, for the general impression is that 

Henry Best will be renominated for his pres- 
ent position. 


DURBOROW WILL BE NAMED. 


No Opposition to His Renomination in the 
Third Congressional District. 

Primaries to elect delegates to the Third 
Congressional District Convention, which will 
meet this morning at Workingmen’s Hall, 
corner of Monroe and Peoria streets, were 
held yesterday. There were no contests in 
any of the wards and an exceedingly light vote 
was cast. The -delegates ail favor the re- 
nomination of Congressman Durborow, who 
is now serving his first term. His ‘renomina- 
tion will be made by acclamation this morn-

CAN LEMKE TELL MORE ABOUT ITY? 


Mysterious Disappearance of John Reichert 
—Suspicions of the Police. 

August Lemk, who lives at the Mackinac 
House, No. 336 State street, will be held at the 
armory until he explains all that he is sup- 
posed to know concerning the sudden dis- 
appearance of John Reichert, who roomed 
with him.

Schmidt that he was going to the Postoffice, 
where, he said, there was a package contain- 
ing a large amount of money awaiting him. 
This was the last seen of him. Schmidt 
claims to have seen Lemk a day or two#after 
this occurrence with a pawn ticket in his 
sion which bore Reichert’s name and alen 
for one of the latter’s overcoats at No. 297

got this money to mart vas the detectives 
in looking for Reichert, mk is quoted as 
having said to Schmidt when his attention 
was called to the ticket. Schmidt, however, 
reported the matter to the police and Lemk’s 
actiong were closely watched. He was seen to 
spend money liberally, and a young man 
named McGinness, whe lived with him at the 
Mackinac House, said that at one time he 
exhibited $260 in a roll of bills. Schmidt 
alleges that Lemk several times attempted to 
induce him to go to Missouri but that he re- 
fused. Reichert and Schmidt came to this 
country from Germany, arrivingin Chicago 
last Easter. It is said that the missing man 
has a wealthy uncle living in Milwaukee. 
Lemk refused to talk last night. 

M. M. Knowlton, the m r of the Mack - 
inack House, spoke well of Lemk last night. 
83 r. Knowlton Lemk was great 
ly distur by the disappearance of his 
friend, and told nis friends that he was spend 
ing money liberally to find him. Lemk 
also credited with having told several people 
that Reichert was in love with a wealthy widow 
in Germany, and she had refused him. On 
this account, Lemk said, Reichert had com- 
mitted suicide.

DO-NOTHING FIFTY-SECOND CONGRESS. 

The first session of the Fifty-second Con- 
gress is on the eve of adjournment after an 
impotent record of eight months. What has 
been done? The question would be stated 
more properly—what has not been done? 
The House was organized with a Demoeratic 
majority, counting the nine Ailiance men, who 
are merely an annex to that majority, of 156. 


It is now simply a gang of pestiferous and 


malignant filibusters, delaying the public 
business and defeating important measures, 
with a powerless Speaker entangled in the 
meshes of his own preposterous and vicious 
rules. No less than 9,835 bills and resolutions 
have been introduced, and of them the House 
has passed 475. Of these 475 there have been 
only seven of any material importance in the 
eighth months’ session.. Of these seven there 
has been only one of general public interest— 
the Chinese Exclusion bill. The free silver, 
tariff, and Anti-Option bills have been killed, 
at least until after election. The World’s 
Fair appropriation, in which the whole Nation 
is interested, is now being thwarted by Demo- 
cratic filibusters even at the risk: of losing 
appropriation bills necessary to the running 
of important departments of the government. 
Of the 475 bills passed most of them relate to 
private schemes with partisan bearings, as the 
pension claims of the Black Hawk, 1812, or 
Mexican Wars. Such is the outcome of this 
disgraceful and how-not-to-do-it session run 
by a huge Democratic majority of 156. 

The most conspicuous outcome of the ab. 


majority, is itsincrease of appropriations over 
the first session of the last Congress. The 
Democrats organized the House last Decem- 
ber with a great flourish of trumpets and 
bombastic announcements of the era of 
economy which the country was to enjoy. The 
„profligacy of the so-called Billion Dollar 
Congress was proclaimed upon the floor 
of the House and commented upon in 
the columns of Democratic newspapers. 
Under tlie leadership of the most 
parsimonious and scrimping demagogue in 
Congress the majority passed a resolution 


t dedicating themselves to the work of reform 


and pledging themselves to cut down the ex- 
penditures to the bare uecessities of running

THE COUNTY IS THE UNIT FOR THE CON- 
VICTION OF LAW-BREAKERS. 

The Voice, the leading Prohibition paper, 
comments thus on en editorial which appeared 
in Tun Tareune last month: 

The gist of the whole article is that the county 
is the unit for the enforcement of law, and that 
the endeavor to enact laws for one county, con- 
trary to public sentiment therein, by the majori- 
ty in another county, will be a failure and is con- 
trary to the principle of home rule.“ 

Then the Voice preceeds to say, without of- 
fering any proof of its assertions, that local 
option is a failure, and that a county is a 
division bounded by imaginary lines; that the 
police power is vested in the State and not in 
the county, and that as long as that is the case 
the liquor traffic can be reached only through 
the instrumentality ot the State.“ 

The Voice does not state accurately the 
point made by Tun Trisune or answer it. 
What it has to say in seeming reply deals only 
with incidentals, To bring the question to a 
direct issue Tun Tribune asks the Voice 
whether it accepts as true the following propo- 
sitions : 

First—That in each of the States of the 
United States the county, be the same large 
or small, is the political unit for the enforce- 
ment of the laws, the administration of justive, 
the preservation of personal rights, and the 
punishment of offenders. There are nearly 
3,000 of these units for the administration of 
civil and criminal laws in the United States, 
and the legal procedure by which the laws are 
administered is essentially the same in all of 
them. Generally each is governed by a 
Board of Commissioners, or Supervisors, which 
has charge of the county finances and looks 
after its roads, public buildmgs, paupers, etc. 
The County Treasurer handles the funds of 
the county, the Auditor keeps its records, and 
the Recorder its deeds. The County Judge at- 
tends to estates and probate matters, and gen- 
erally cases from the township Justice courts 
can be appealed to him. Each county has its 
Sheriff, whose duty it is to see that peace is 
preserved, and each county has its jail, where 
offenders are confined. Nearly all the coun- 
ties have a State’s-Attorney of their own to 
prosecute offenders against the laws. Occa- 
sionally two or three small counties are com- 
bined to form one circuit, with one State’s- 
Attorney; but the Circuit Judge holds a term 
of court in each county three or four times a 
year, and whoever has violated the laws in any 
one of them is indicted by a grand jury of re- 
sponsible citizens who are. impaneled in and 
for that county—except in those few States 
where persons are held for trial on the in- 
formation ’’ of the State's-Attorney. 

When a man is tried for any offense it must 
be in the county where he was indicted, un- 
less he demands a change of venue on account 
of local prejudice, The State cannot ask for 
such achange. If the man insists on it, he 
must be tried by a jury of citizens of the 
vicinage—that is, of the county. Practically 
the Judge, State’s-Attorney, and grand and 
petty jurors all come from the county where 
the offense is committed. In 999 cases out of 
every thousand this is the case. Even the 
Justices of the Peace may be regarded as 
county officers, for their jurisdiction is gen- 
erally coextensive with the county and rarely 
extends beyond it. 

Second—That unless violations of a pro- 
hibitory liquor law are made an exception of 
and are treated differently from murder, 
arson, highway robbery, burglary, larceny, 
assault, embezzlement, and other crimes they 
must be punished through the machinery of 
the county. While in many counties there are 
cities or towns which have something to do 
with offenses against the liquor laws, in the 
shape of licenses and fines, yet, taking the 
Nation as a whole, county magistrates, county 
Sheriffs, county Judges, county Prosecuting 
Attorneys, and county juries are the agencies 
which must enforce prohibitory laws—or any 
other laws—if they are to be enforced at all. 

Third—That no statute can enact public 
opinion, or change the sentiment of the peo- 
ple of a county, as to the criminality of an 
act, or a sumptuary law; that public senti- 
ment isa higher law which often overrides 
State and sqmetimes even Federal enact- 
ments, as in the case of the Fugitive Slave 
law; that where the mass of the people ofa 
county from which jurors are drawn believe 
thgt the act for which a man has been arrest- 
ed or indicted is not a crime in morals or cus- 
tom, though the statutes declare it is, they 
will acquit him in spite of all tho possible elo- 
quence of the Prosecuting Attorney and the 
directions of the Judge, and that there is no 
way in which such juries can be compelled to 
convict any man against their will. 


itory law is not enforced in the wet coun- 
ties of prohibition States is not because of a 
lack of power in the county machinery, but 
because the machinery cannot be made to 
act, being in the hands of those who do pot 
want it to act. 
in electing Judges who accept straw bail and 
are careless as to con victions of saloonkeep- 
ers; State’s-Attorneys who prosecutesreluc- 
tantly and feebly; and Sheriffs, bailiffs, and 
other officers who keep their eyes shut. There 
is as much power in a “dry” county 
where the law is enforced as in a wet 
where it is not, but, the power is in “dry” 
hands in one case and in wet in the other, 
and that makes all the difference between en 
forcement and non-enforcement. 

Fifth—That if an attempt were made to 
make offenses against the liquor laws an ex- 
ception to all other offenses, and to put the 
machinery of the county, as far as they were 
concerned, in the hands of others than the 
citizens of the county, it would be necessary 
to change and modify certain provisions of 
every State Constitution, including the one 
which provides that “every person is entitled 
to a trial by a jury of the county or district in 
which the offense is alleged to have been com- 
mitted. Does the Voice think that a law 
could be passed in the State of Iowa which 
would permit the juries and other legal ma- 
chinery of the dry counties to attend to the. 
suppression of the liquor traffic in the wet 
ones? Tho mere question suggests the ab- 
surdity of undertaking to do it. 

If the Voice admits the truth of these prop- 
ositions it must accept necessarily the con- 
cluding one, that the way to stop the vending 
of liquor to the drinking masses is for the 
“ drys to seek to get the control of counties 
by converting a majority of the citizens to 
dry ideas, rather than of States. When the

THE NEW YORK RE-TO-TUM. 
The latest charitable device, the Tee-to-tum, 


has just been introduced in New York by Mr. 
Charles J. Wills, and with remarkable success. 
The Tee-to-tum is run upon the lines of an in- 
stitution in London bearing tae same name 
and invented by Mr, Buchanan. The name 
itself has no special significance, being chosen 
perhaps for literary gorgeousness. The 
Tee-to-tum is in effect a combination of phi- 
lanthropy and good business ideas. Mr. 


Wills, who has charge of the St. Andrew’s 


Church and mission house in the above city, 
says in an interview that he had two objects in 
establishing the Tee-to-tum, the first being to 
furnish the lower classes of working people in 
the tenement districts withthe kind of nutri- 
tive food they require at a cost for which they 
can get only the raw material; and, second, 
to educate them out of their addiction to the 
innutritive things Wich by a strange per- 


verseness they uniformly prefer.“ The food. 


supplied to the Tee-to-tum comes.from the 
New England Kitchen. which furnishes it at 
astonishingly low figures and which, accord- 
ing to the statement of one of Mr. Wills’ 
financial backers, has reduced the whole 
problein of converting raw material into food 
to such a science of economy that it can do 
this and itself make a profit, Althougn the 
Tee-to-tum has been running only a few days 
it already taxes the resources of the Kitchen 


to keep it supplied, so great is the demand 


made upon it. 

To add to the attractiveness of the Tee-to- 
tum Mr. Wills contemplates putting in a bill- 
iard table and a cigar counter, so that if his 
patrons have the desire to smoke they shall 
have a good cigar instead of cabbage leaves 
fora nickel, Mr. Wills further says: 

Among other features which I am planning is 
an arrangement by which a family spending a 
certain sum a week for Tee-to-tum food shall, at 
the end of the year, have 5 per cent of the total 
amount refunded in the shape of an account at a 
savings bank. I also wish to form a coal club 
among the members. who by paying, say. 25 cents 
a week will be provided with a suflicient quan- 
tity for a week's consumption and a box to keep 
it in. For the most part these people have no 
place at all to keep their coal except the floor of 
their tenements. In the case of the coal club 
also, and of any other similar clubs that we may 
organize, 5 per cent will be deposited in a savings 
bank and returned at the end of the year. 

From this genéral sketch of the Tee-to- 
tum it will be seen that while it is a philan- 
thropic work it does not appeal to the work- 
ing people in the form of a charity, and there- 
fore does not repel them as charity offered by 
the rich often does, It is a purely business 
transaction. It supplies geod, nutritious, 
cooked food to its patrons for the same price 
they otherwise would have to pay for the raw 
material, which they themselves cannot make 
nutritious by their methods of cooking, and 
it does this at a profit to the institution itself. 
Mr. Wills says there is a profit of not less 
than 25 per cent in the business. It also 
yields a profit to those who patronize 1t, for 
they not only get their food cooked for what 
they ordinarily pay for it uncooked, and bet- 
ter food than they coitimonly purchase, but 
at the end of a year they fud themselves with 
5 per cent of the money they have paid in 
drawing interest in a savings bank for them. 
The work, therefore, is not only beneficial, 
but it is profitable all around, It appears to 
be an eminently practical project and one 
which should be tried i in this city. 


PROTEST AGAINAT. “ AUTHORITY. * 
Mr. W.-H. Van Oraum must be a singular 
mans and it is no wonder that several de- 


lecture on The Evolution of Liberty.“ He 
is said to be a people's candidate for a 
seat in Congress, where he would assist in 
making laws for the government of the 
people. Let he advocates a liberty to be 
gained by the destruction of now existing 


laws, and his talk indicates that he pretends 


to be dowu on all law-making authority, if 
: “There is no 
„difference between chattel slavery and other 
„authority. All authority is upheld by force. 
It has been the starting point of every form 
“of slavery. Thera is no such thing as rights 
of property in natural law.“ 

Mr. Van Ornum ought to be informed that 
in the absence of any other than what he calls 
natural law there would bo no progress, 
no happiness above that of the savage condi- 
tion, no security to life or its enjoyment. su- 
perior to that possessed by the animals which 
are preyed upon by others. In the absence 
of the law which he affects to condemn there 
would be no more right to existence than to 
the possession of property, which he concedes 
to be impossible. The natural man in his 
untamed state isin large part a mixture of 
the wolf and hog, with predatory instincts 
which would lead him to prey upon his fel- 
lows and to devour their sustenance, and he 
is kept in check only by fear of the law. The 
progress of the last thirty centuries 
towards civilization has been achieved 
through the machinery of the law 
which he assumes to despise, depre- 
cate, and condemn. It is found that Sheriffs, 
State’s-Attorneys, Judges, courts, and jails 
are necessary to suppress the bad instincts 
of the worser elements in the community, and 
that without such suppression the more peace- 
ably disposed would have no quiet, no security 
to life, no regular means of subsistence, no 
safe abiding place. That law machinéry has 
been the ineans of a wonderful amount of 
progress in the average man, but he has not 
yet succeeded by its means or otherwise in 
emancipating himself from the brutal ana 
aggressive part of his nature. If the gentleman 
has any doubts on this point let him consult 
the criminal records. If he has any idea of 
dispensing with the law he would do well to 
take counsel of some one sufficiently learned 
in it to tell him the consequences. The law 
would say in effect to him: “If you or any 
of your disciples attempt to carry out your 
teachings you will soon see what the law is 
made for. Itistotake care of people who 
harbor such notions to the extent of endeavor- 
ing to put them in practice.” 

Personal liberty has been carried as far in 


this country as it is safe to go at present. We. 


have relaxed the law to its utmost limit. So 
has been conceded to the individual that 
if one person eheats anotherin a horse trade 
it is difficult for the victim to obtain redress, 
though he be the chief executive of a big city 
with more than 2,000 police officers at his dis- 
posal. There is plenty of 100m for the preda- 
tory classes to operate, and they do so, though 
great moral agencies are at work to aid the 
machiaery of the law in repressing the ag- 
gressions of the vicious.

Little by little humanity is eliminating the 
most ferocious of its component. elements and 
getting rid cf individuals who represent the 
hyena, fox, wolf, tiger, or hog. The race has 
made great progress in the thirty centuries or 
more that have elapsed since the reign of law 
was instituted in part. But it is very far 
from having reached the stage where law can 
be dispensed with in the most civilized State. 
There is still a necessity for authority for 
the protection of the weak and well-disposed 
from the assaults of the dangerous classes. 
As well might the shepherd let down the bars 
around the sheepfold at the bidding of the 
wolf as the law-abiding members of the com- 
munity consent to abolish authority 
because Van Ornum and his peculiar set * 
it ought to de done.

Will you who voted for a forty-million-dollar 
river and barbor bill have constitutional com- 
punctions when called on to vote aid to the toil- 
ers’ meet? Never mind what men said last year, 
but determine what is the right thing to do now, 
what is the duty of the hour. 

We know the Fair will not fail. The splendid 
city of the West will maintain the honor of the 
Nation and entertain the world, for it has said,

JEWS IN OPEN REVOLT, 


Rabbis Denounced as Unorthodox. 

New Yorx, Aug: 1.—[Special.]—The rad- 
ical departure in regard to the Abrahamic 
rite made by the recent Central Conference of 
Hebrew rabbis in this city has created a re- 
markable sensation throughout the Hebrew 
world, and a movement is already on foot to 
express the sentiments of the conservative 
elements of the religion in opposition to the 
“reform” adopted by the Central Confer- 
ence. 

There are those who predict that the out- 
come of the action on th sides will be to 
divide Judaism into two sects, the so-called 
orthodox body having already taken meas- 
ures to call a convention of rabbis to excom- 
municate those who are responsible for the 
charges. 

The action has been condemned from many 
pulpits. The Jewish Times,a weekly paper edit- 
ed by the Rev. Dr. Wechsler, after condemning

orthodox . rabbis requesting them to meet at a 
time to be selected to declare all followers of 
the reform“ rabbis to be a sect outside of the 
Jewish Church, Within a few days, it is an- 
nounced, a convention will be held in this 
city.

TAPPED THE WIRES AT HARLEM, 


A Neat Scheme Whereby the Pool-Rooms 
of Gotham Lost Heavily. 

New York, Aug. 1.—([Special. |—Saturday 
one of the principal race department circuits 
of the Western Union company was tapped, re- 
turns were delayed until bets were made by 
those in the scheme, and then results were 
sent by the operators who were at the tap. 
Two pool-rooms lost so heavily that they ap- 
pealed to. the telegraph company 
for relief. The pool-rooms which 
suffered are in Harlem.“ The circuit 
which was tapped has eight or nine offices on 
it. Employés of the Western Union company 
were interested. The cipher was received 
from one of the most trusted of the men in 
the main office, it is said, and not less than 
three. men who held responsible positions 
shared in the profits. The men who actually 
did the work were «first-class opera- 
tors. A front room and bedroom in a 
tenement-house near Third avenue and Twenty- 
sixth street had been engaged by the gang, 
sixty cells of adry battery were concealed in 
a trunk which ostensibly contained the cloth- 
ing of the young man who rented the rooms, 
and the race wife was tapped with the finest 
of wire. The connections were made so neat- 
ly that the most expert lineman would be 
weeks in discovering how the thing had been 
managed. The wires were run down the 
chimney of the tenement, and the whole ar- 
rangement was put through. after the men 
had tested the wires for several days to 
see that there was no possibility of a hitch. 
The men at the tap held back the start and 
description of the races and when they re- 
ceived the name of the winner in cipher they 
sent a flask. inessage over the wire to the pool- 
rooms. Four or five minutes later they sent 
the description of the races. The operators at 
the tap held back the result in the seven races 
agreed upon by the members of the gang. 
These races were the third at Saratoga, won 
by Miss Belle; the second and fourth at Mon- 
mouth Park, won 1 by Sir Walter 
and Chesapeake, and the second, third, fifth, 
and sixth at Gloucester, won by Exch’ Rich- 
ard T., Genevieve, Crocus, and Baby.

Carqueville to build the floats. They were to 
be paid $91,200 for the series, the cost of each 
being $3,800, Thie contract has been carried 
out to the extent of paying on it $30,000. 
Another $10,000 was due yesterday. 

Mr. Burnham attended a meeting of the 
Ceremonies committee — Sage „ at which 
were present Directors Wacker, Kerfoot, and 
Ellsworth. Mr. Burnham had with him Mr. 
Millette of New York, who succeeded Mr. 
Prettyman, the latter having resigned. An 
informal talk of nearly three hours was in- 
dulged in, but no decision was reached and 
today the important subject will be again 
taken up by com mittee. 

Mr. Burnham says the floats are not artistic. 
He made a written report to this effect which 
was submitted to the Grounds and Buildings 
committee July 15.

Mr. Burnham did not hesitate to say the 
floats should not be completed.

The floats are ostentatiously vulgar, cheaply 
constructed, poverty-stricken in invention, 
and wholly repulsive.in aspect, and, Mr. 
Burnham adds, “I agree with them. If this 
matter should be lett with me I shall reject 
the work on this basis alone.“ Mr. Burnham 
continues by declaring that in October the 
weather will be unfitted for a theatrical dis- 
play. He says, too, that when the floats are 
once taken out of their house in the southern 
portion of the park there will be no oppor- 
tunity for covering them with tarpaulins, and 
he does not dee how a place for housing them 
after they have been launched can be con- 
structed. . He adds further that eight bridges 
across the lagoons and canals will be delayed.

contract, has for three years been manager of 
the Kansas City parade. M. W. Robinson, 
who is at present engaged in building the 
floats, has constructed those previousiy used 
in the parade of the Lord Mayor of London. 
That is regarded as the most spectacular pro- 
cession of floats in the world. But the de- 
signers of the Columbian Exposition pageant 
have outdone that memorable display. These 
floats are to be 150 feet high and forty feet 
long. Inasmuch as the average cost is $3,800 
it has been expected that they would excel 
previous attempts in the same line. 

The Committee on Ceremonies will take up 
the subject again today. The members are 
not altogether harmonious, it is understood, 
but the contract is let and one-third of the 
contract price has been paid. The floats have 
been advertised probably more widely than 
any feature of the Exposition. They were 
passed upon and adopted by a joint commit- 
tee of the National Commission and the local

Mr. Burnham also does not take kindly to 
the grand display of fireworks proposed.

WHAI WOMEN THINK OF MRS, BRADFORD 


If Guilty as Charged They Say She Should 
Be Ousted, 

Several well-known women of Chicago have 
been asked to express their opinion pf the 
fitness of Mrs. Braddie T. Bradford for the 
Principalship of the Arnold School, and of 
the advisability of retaining her in that posi- 
tion. Most of them were adverse to her re- 
taining such a position. Their opinions have 
been drawn from the testimony which was 
presented against Mrs. Bradford last week. 

If Mrs. Bradford is guilty of what has been 
charged against her,” said Dr. Sarah Hackett 
Stevenson, she is certainly unfit to have 
charge of the school. It is extremely cruel, 
and from a medical standpoint extremely dan- 
gerous, to confine a boy in a dark dungeon. 
A nervous child is apt to suffer from such 
an incarceration. A person who would 
treat children in such a mannner as Mrs. 
Bradford is said to have done I do not 
consider perfectly same. The charges against 
her should be investigated to their fullest ex- 
tent, and if proven true she should be relieved 
from duty. A person of ungovernable temper 
should never be selected as a school teacher. 
A boy may need whipping but there is no ex- 
cuse for the dungeon. The charges of ped- 
dling, while of atotally different character, 
are, if true, evidences of conduct greatly un- 
becoming in one appointed to take charge of 
children.“ g i 

„I have not examined this case against Mrs. 
Bradford,” said Mrs. Potter Palmer, bat I 
certainly protest against cruelty in the public 
schools. Children can and should be gov- 
erned without such extreme measures.“ 

Mrs. J. M. Flower, member of the Board of 
Education, said: 

In cases of this kind there are two sides 
to be heard, and I prefer to hear all before 
passing judgment on Mrs. Bradford. There 
is no occasion for cruelty in a school; in fact, 
corporal punishment is prohibited. The 
charges against Mrs. Bradford are of a se- 
rious nature and I shall look for the outcome 
of this case with intense interest.“ 

Mrs. Corinne S. Brown, President of the 
Illinois Women’s Alliance, said; The 
teacher should rule nowadays by the respect 
pupils have for her and not by corporal pun- 
ishment.”’ 

Ellen Snyder of the Journal of Industrial 
Education thought that corporal punishment 
might be necessary in a few cases, but she 
was decidedly op to punishing children 
until marks are left upon their heads.

THE GREAT PARIS BANK WILL 
OPEN A CHICAGO BRANCH, 


— 


Strength of Western Stone and Weakness 
of Street’s Stable Car Stocks the Feat- 
ures of the Local Market—The Shelving 
of the Hatch Bill Restores Confidence 
in the Speculative Produce Markets— 
Grain Averages Higher—Provisions’ De- 
pressed by Larger Arrivals of Hogs. 


The Comptoir National d' Escompte de Paris 
will, in a few days, open a branch in Chicago. It 
has leased the first floor of No. 86 Washington 
street. M. Hiencelot will have charge of the Chi- 
cago branch. This bank is one of the largest of 
the great French financial institutions. It has a 
capital of 75,000,000 francs, which makes it one of 
the largest banks in the world. The present or- 
ganization dates back only to 1889, when this com- 
pany succeeded the Comptoir d Escompte. The 
bank now has sixteen branches, and its line of de- 
posits is over 200,000,000 francs. Its last statement 
shows cash on hand of over 21,000,000 francs. The 
chief idea of the establishment of this Chicago 
branch is to take care of the friends and .custom- 
ers of the bank who come here for the World's 
Fair, and it is expected that the chief business 
of the Chicago office at present will be in cash- 
ing circular letters of creait. This is the first of 
the great foreign banks to recognize the neces- 
sity of caring for their friends who will visit this 
country next year, but it is said that some of the 
big London banks are also contemplating similar 
action. The agent of the Comptoir National 
d’Escompte expects that the Chicago branch will 
be opened in about two weeks. Whether the 
scope of this bank will be enlarged from the 
primary idea of caring for the letters of credit 
issued to travelers is a matter that is still unde- 
cided. There is a vast surplus of idle funds or of 
capital which is earning but meager interest 
in France, and itis possible that the bank may 
decide to make loans upon grain and other 
standard collaterals, and thus take ad- 
vantage the higher rates which may 
be secured here. If it does this the 
movement will be of the greatest importance both 
to borrowers and to our local banks. It will not 
only bring a great deal of capital into this field, 
but it is likely to bring it in such a way as to cut 
rates. The course of the institution here will be 
watched with much interest, forit may be the 
forerunner of some revolutionary changes in local 
financial methods and of the establishment of 
much closer financial relanons between this city 
and the Old World centers. It is,at least. a pleasant 
recognition of Chicago’s development. and shows 
that in the minds of the French financiers; the 
group of great financial centers which Paris, Lon- 
don. Berlin, and New York go to makeup, now 
includes Chicago. 

The street railway stocks took a secondary po- 
sition in voint of interest yesterday. Western 
Stone and Street’s Stable Car attracted more at- 
tention, the first by its strength and the second 
by ite decided weakness. There was more activi- 
ty ia Western Stone thanthe market has seen in 
months before, and the „rice advanced to the 
highest that has been teuched in a long time. The 
stock sold up to 101 regular and 101% for the ac- 
count. Street’s Stable Car was as conspicuous 
for its weakness. The stock dropped to 28% for 
the account, and there seemed no one to buy it at 
even that price.
